Plans for a new two-story elem- 
entary school building of 18 class 
rooms for the center of the town 
and a one-story building of six 
classrooms at West Parish have 
been presented by the’ school 
building committee following the 
recent study of school needs. 

The West Center land, buildings 
and equipment would cost 
$350,000, the center $750,000, 
and with $100,000 allowed for 
contingencies would make the 
total cost of the two buildings 
$1, 200,000. 

To finance the constmiction the 
committee recommends the transfer 
of $350,000 from available funds 
and from the Post War Rehabilita- 
tion fund, and an appropriation of 
$50,000 from the 1951 tax rate.

Under the social security act 
prior to Sept. 1, 1950 a person who 
reached the age 65 and retired 
from employment could receive 
monthly benefits, if he were ‘‘fully 
insured’’. To be fully insured, he 
must have worked at least one 
half the time between Jan. 1, 1937 
and the time he reached age 65. 
There were many people in the 
Lawrence area who could not meet 
this requirement. Some of them 
may have need, for instance, of 
twelve quarters of coverage, but 
had only nine quarters. These 
people were not ‘‘fully insured’’ 
and, therefore, could receive no 
benefits. 


The amendments of 1950, which 
became effective Sept. 1, relaxed 
these requirements by stating that 
any person who became 65 before 
Sept. 1, would be ‘‘fully insured’’ 
if they had six quarters of cover 
age. 


This immediately changed the 
picture for those persons who had 
been told previously that they had

no benefits due them. They were 
now ‘‘fully insured’’ and all they 
had to do was to file a claim 
again. The Lawrence office has 
screened their files for these 
cases and have found appro ximate- 
ly 500 persons who can be quali- 
fied under the 1950 amendments. 


We have attempted to contact 
these persons ly mailing them an 
application to complete and retum 
to us. Unfortunately, some have 
moved and left no forwarding 
address. 


There are undoubtedly many 
who knowing they did not have the 
necessary quarters did not contact 
this office. Of these of course, we 
have no record. We would advise 
these persons that if they worked 
18 months or more between Jan. 1, 
1937 and the time they reached age 
65, they should inquire at the 
Lawrence Social Security office 
at 202 Broadway as to the pos- 
sibility of their being entitled to 


benefits under the expanded act.

THE PRIMARY VOTE 

Looking over the local vote in the recent primaries it is 
interesting to note the support given Daniel Needhamand Arthur 
W. Coolidge in the six-sided Republican contest for governor. 
While Mr. Coolidge carried the state, Andover Republicans gave 
Mr. Needham, who made a personal visit to the town, 718 votes 
and the successful candidate only 695. 


At the same time they endorsed the candidacy of former State 
Treasurer Fred J. Burrell with 1079 votes to 735 for Roy C. 


Papalis in the contest for treasurer. 


Congressman Edith Nourse Rogers, running unopposed, got a 
splendid vote here and J. Everett Collins topped the list of six 
candidates in the contest for representative with 1672. Repre- 
sentatives Giles and Longworth with 1327 and 1305, respec- 
tively, followed in that order, winning the nominations. 


On the Democratic side 543 members of that party voted here 
but 155 of them failed to mark their ballots for Governor Dever, 
who while unopposed, got only 388. Other unopposed candidates 
for renomination fared better. Cornelius J. Twomey for councilor 
received 468 Democratic votes, John E. Hurley for treasurer 
449, Thomas J. Buckley for auditor 443, and John W. Coddaire, 
Jr., for senator 429. 


Even with a contest in a field of four Francis E. Kelly for 
attorney general got 415 votes and Joseph A. Horan, a local 
candidate in a six-man fight for representative, got 395, both 
more than the head of the ticket. 


It’s all food for thought, especially with the cracker-barrel 
debaters, but in the election next month the independent voter 
will have much to say about the outcome.

VIEWS OF THE NEWS 


By LEONARD F. JAMES 


Military victory in Korea will 
not be enough. Merely to push 
the communist invaders back to 
the 38th parallel, artificially divid- 
ing south from north Korea, is not 
the real answer to the Korean 
issue. If the United Nations forces 
stop there, then everyone is just 
about where he started in June 
with the outbreak of hostilities. 
For it is axiomatic that the victor 
does not win a war just to regain 
the conditions that existed when 
the war started. He must finish 
off in a better position than before, 
so that trouble cannot start up 
again. But perhaps the problem of 
Korea is almost impossible of 
satisfactory solution. 


Is Korean Solution Possible? 


The primary aim of the United 
Nations must be to win the war 
and teach the aggressor a lesson. 
But how is this to be accomplish- 
ed? Military success is now likely. 
The question is—What to do with 
victory? The Monday morning 
diplomat can come up with an 
easy answer. Korea should be 
united under an independent gov- 
emment which must be chosen in 
free and carefully supervised el ec- 
tions. The blue-print is easy to 
draw up. But it is the professional 
diplomat who must establish a 
workable policy, not just a theo- 
retical one. And he is dealing 
with human beings, with foreign 
and ambitious powers, not merely 
with pencil and paper. Whatever 
he does will be open to criticism, 
largely because his critics will 
ignore the complexities of inter 
national relations and the con- 
stantly changing tactics of Rus- 
sian policy. 


Stop At 38th Parallel? 


What are the practical problems 
that work against the setting-up 
of a free and independent Korea? 
Let’s take the first altemative. 
Push the enemy back to the 38th 
parallel and hope that the com- 
munists have leamed a lesson. 
Accept their word that the north- 
en army will disperse to their 
homes and cease to be a future 
threat. Then hope for the best, 

What do we do then? We must

But that again is by no 
means so easy as a blueprint cai 
make it seem. We are certainly 
aware that north Korea did not 
start the war alone. It is not just 
a civil war. Russia is testing ou 
the will-power and the strength 0 
the United States. Is it really to 
be supposed that Russia or Co 
munist China would agree, eithe 
in the security council or in out 
side negotiations, to permit wha 
are predominantly United States 
forces to overrun Korea and come 
up to their very frontiers?

A special town meeting will be 
called in a few weeks at which 
the report of the buil din g com- 
mittee will be submitted and a 
request made for funds to start 
thenew buil dings. 

The sciool survey made in 1949 
bought a report that six of the 
seven elementary school buildings 
are antiquated, that the number of 
available classrooms is insuf 
ficient. 

The town meeting this year 
quthorized the appointment of a 
wilding committee. to bring in 
plans for ‘hese two new buildings, 
the firm of Tucker & Rich, archi- 
tects was selected to make the 
drawings and Dr. Homer Anderson, 
frmer superintendent of schools 
in Newton, was engaged as educa- 
tonal consultant. 


The question of a site for the 
central building presented no 
poblem since the town has the 
jand already available on Bartlet 
street, The proposed plan is to 
diminate the Dove and Stowe 
schools when the new building is 
completed, and retain the Jackson. 

After several locations had been 
considered for the West Andover 
district the committee recommend- 
ed the purchase of approximately 
12 acres On Beacon street, well 
located as far as the school pop- 
ulation is concemed and off the 
heavily traveled highway. 

The one-story structure would 
have a kindergarten, an assembly 
nom, a combined gym-cafeteria, 
rooms for the principal, a health 
clinic and a conference room as 
well as six classrooms. 

The cost: Building $290,500; 
achitects and consultant fees, 
$19,500; site improvement and 
sewage disposal, $20,000; fumi- 
ure and furnishings, $15,000; 
land $5000; total $350,000. 

The building for the center of 
he town would have 18 class- 
Noms, an assembly room, a com- 
tined lunchroom and gym, and two 
Kindergarten rooms, 

At the time of the survey report 
here was considerable discussion 
about 12 classrooms for the center. 
The committee recommends plans 
br 18 rooms, stating that it costs 
fore to make additions than to do 
the work at once and if the
